In this issue of the D e m o c r a t is 
the new ordinance governing the 
construction, 
reconstruction 
and 
repairing of sidewalks in the city. 
The ordinance is drawn in con­ 
formity with the new law governing 
cities of the third class, and while 
somewhat lengthy, is of especial 
interest to every ownef of real 
estate in the city. 
The law is now 
plain and empowers the city to 
have sid^alks built or repaired 
when needed. 
This law is to be 
rigidly enforced and marks a new 
era in the improvement of the city. 
Nothing adds more to the attractive 
appearanca of a city than neat, well 
constructed 
sidewalks,, 
and 
no 
public improvement is of more 
interest to the citizens. 


A FEW years ago, it is related, 
upon the completion of a railroad 
to a certain Missouri town the work­ 
men were paid oil and a number of 
them repaired to a saloon to enjov 
themselves. 
After a few hours’ 
drinking one of them, an Irishman, 
whose legs gave way under the in­ 
fluence of his potations long before 
his wits were benumbed, found him­ 
self lying upon the floor, unable to 
rise, and his companions too busily 
engaged in drinking to pay any at­ 
tention 
to 
his 
appeals 
for 
assistance. 
Finally his Irish 
wit 
overcame thé 
difficulty, for see­ 
ing 
the 
proprietor 
of the 
sa­ 
loon standing near he exclaimed: 
'Well, well, well! here I am lying 
flat of me back with me pockets 
full of money and I can’t get up to 
spend it.” 
Instantly the accom­ 
modating proprietor called an as­ 
sistant and they gently raised the 
unfortunate fellow, led him to the 
bar and leaned him against it so 
that one hand could 
reach his 
pocket while the other could grip 
the railing for support. 
There is a 
suggestion in this story for Sedalia. 
Here is Judge Melsker with his 
pockets full of -money which he 
wants to invest in extending the 
street railway lines, furnishing em­ 
ployment for labor and greatly ben- 
efitting the town.

A former Sedalia is thus referred 
to in a dispatch from Nevada, Mo., 
to the St Louis Chronicle of last 
evening: 
George W. Walshe is perhaps the 
oldest and best known railroad man 
in the United States. 
He began 
his railroad life in the early part of 
1837 under his cousin, John Costi- 
gan, who was the superintendent of 
the Saratoga and Schenectady rail­ 
road. Mr. Walshe’s father was a car­ 
penter 
and 
foreman 
of 
eight 
miles of the same road from Sche­ 
nectady,which was the beginning of 
his railroad career. 
At that time 
trackmen had to 
be experienced 
carpenters. 
Shortly afterward hit father went 
to work on the Hudson and M o­ 
hawk road as superintendent and 
his father 
appointed 
him 
to take 
charge 
of 
eight miles 
of 
double 
track laying. 
There was an incljne 
about one mile from Hudson, the 
rails were timber with bars ot iron 
^ of 
an 
inch 
thick, 
inches 
wide and the ties were 12 feet long. 
He built four miles of this incline, 
for which the company paid him 50 
cents per day for his labor. 
The company then owned four 
locomotives. 
John Bull, 
Brother 
Jonathan, 
Mohawk 
and 
Hudson 
were the engines employed. 
The first engine Mr. Walshe run 
was in the year 1842, when he be­ 
gan learning to be an engineer and 
machinist. 
As the roads were being 
built 
Mr. Walshe kept coming west. 
In 
1852 
Mr. 
Walshe was 
ajipointed 
master mechanic on the Chicago 
and Alton road, and held a similar 
position on the Hannibal and St. 
Joseph from 
1854 to 
1856. 
He 
then resigned and 
accepted 
same position on 
the 
Ohio 
Mississippi from 1856 to 1857. 
During the war he had charge of 
the United States military railroads 
and 
was master 
mechanic, 
with 
headquarters 
at 
Huntsville, 
Ala. 
He had charge of all the engines 
and railroad employes in the go v­ 
ernment service. 
He raised engi­ 
neers’ pay to $4.50 per day. Yard and 
switching men received the same 
wages. 
He was the first man in America 
that adopted the eight-hour-a-day 
system in America. 
Since the war he has served the 
Missouri Pacific road twenty years 
in different capacities, 
until a few 
years ago he was disabled at Seda­ 
lia, Mo., while master mechanic of 
the machine shop, and had to re­ 
sign, and he has since been travel­ 
ing several years for his health. 
Mr. Walshe has served the vari­ 
ous railroads 
fifty-one 
years, and 
will attend the railroad engineers’ 
meeting 
at 
the World's 
fair next 
month as the oldest living railroad 
man in the United States, or, per­ 
haps, in the world.
